• quota of personnel from each d the#* service*, 1 am onatole to 
obtain, lor these law key positions, officers tot the training and «*- 
penance which 1 require, a* this training *nd experience ie a* rally 
acquired only by rather senior L'ttlcers wha *e numbers on tae active 
itat are limited. The obvious solution is to employ profs**! anally 
and physically qualified retired officer*, but the so-called dual 
« umpensaiion statute* make it impossible tar me l obtain die 
•arvicaa of any of those who are released for reas one other than 
tar physical disability, aad physical disability w- aid in most case# 
toe a diaqualifyiag defect from the CIA point of view. Thus the (Govern- 
meat ie precluded from utilising »n * very important field the services 
of certain highly qualified individuals in whose trainiag the United 
States he* e very considerable investment and who are capable »< 
performing highly Important function* of particular concern to this 
Agency toy reason of such training. 

I am faced with an immediate need tar the services of certain 
peculiarly wall qualified retired officers, as well a* some who are 
just reaching the retirement age. Their assistance, particularly in 
these times , will constitute a contribution of the greatest importance 
to our work* not only in certain operational and technical fields, but 
ala tv in estimates of foreign military potentials. 
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Thera is submitted herewith the draft of a proposed amend- 
ment to the Central Intelligence Agency ct of 1949 to authorise the 
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Central Intelligence Agency t • employ <*nd caafwi»*tt certain 
classes of retired officers whose employment is now pr ohibited 
hy law. This MU has been submitted to the Bureau ( the Budget 
end they have a* objection to its presentat: n to the Congress far 
its consideration.
